

Carjack thug jailed 


18 months for thief who took part 
in a late-night attack which left 
woman driver shaking with fear 


A JUDGE has spoken of his revul¬ 
sion at the actions of a thug who 
took part in a carjacking during 
which a terrified woman driver was 
dragged from her vehicle in the 
middle of the night. 

As he sentenced Craig Lynn (26) to 
18 months behind bars, judge 
Charles Gratwicke said: “Nobody 
could feel anything but revulsion for 
men who acted in this way and noth¬ 
ing other than sympathy for a mem¬ 
ber of the public going about her 
own business.” 

Lynn, whose address had been 
given as the Oasis Hotel 
at Old Harlow, pleaded 
guilty to stealing the car. 

Outlining the facts, 
prosecutor Peter Gair 
told Chelmsford Crown 
Court the victim - Wendy 
Pettengell-Rose - was on 
her way to collect her son 
from a party at 1.15am 
when she was confront¬ 
ed by a group of people 
in the the road. 

“She turned into Priory 
Avenue, and saw three men in the 
middle of the road having a fight,” 
said Mr Gair. “One was on the 
ground and the other two were kick¬ 
ing him. 

“Another male appeared at the 
door of the car, grabbed her right 
arm and pulled her out. She grabbed 
her mobile phone but he said: ‘Give 
me you’re ****** phone, and she 
handed it over. All four men got into 
the car, leaving her shaking with fear 
as she walked home.” 


Once there she called the police 
and the vehicle was spotted at 
around 4.30am on the A414 with 
Lynn and two other men inside. 
When questioned, Lynn claimed he 
was drunk and said one of the others 
had thought up the car-jacking. 

The court was told the ordeal left 
Mrs Pettengell-Rose so shaken she 
had considered moving away from 
the area, 

Yousif Elagab, representing Lynn, 
said in mitigation the theft of the car 
was “opportunistic and foolish”. 

“He accepts he was complicit but 
had wanted to dis¬ 
cuss [with proba¬ 
tion officers] the 
effect on the vic¬ 
tim. He wanted to 
apologise and it 
was felt it was gen¬ 
uine.” 

However, the 
judge told him : 
“This was a rob¬ 
bery committed at 
night involving 
more than one 
individual. She was a very vulnera¬ 
ble lady. She had occasion to stop 
because of what she noted in the 
road. Thereafter, she was pulled 
from her car and her phone was 
wrenched from her. 

“Four individuals, including your¬ 
self, jumped in the car leaving her 
alone. It is not surprising she was 
severely affected by such treatment.” 

However, Judge Gratwicke said he 
accepted that Lynn had not been the 
“prime mover” in the crime.

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Suspects in 
knife attack 
granted bail 

TWO 14-year-old boys 
arrested on suspicion of 
causing grievous bodily 
harm following a stabbing 
in Harlow have been 
released on police bail. 

The suspects - one from 
Harlow and the other from 
Lincolnshire - have both 
been bailed until 
September 25 pending 
further inquiries. 

An 18-year-old Harlow 
man also arrested in 
connection with the 
incident has been released 
without charge. 

The teenage victim was 
attacked in the Kingsland, 
area of Harlow at around 
10.30pm last Tuesday 
night. 

He was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge where he was 
treated for knife wounds 
and later discharged. 

Tattoo artist 
denies ‘under 
18 s’ charges 

A TATTOO artist accused 
of tattooing two 
youngsters under the age 
of 18 will stand trial later 
this year. 

The case against Olga 
Clear (29), who denies the 
charges, was due to be 
heard by Harlow 
magistrates last 
Wednesday but the 
hearing was adjourned 
until November 13 
because there was 
insufficient time. 

It is alleged that Clear, 
who works at La Geisha 
tattoo studio in East Walk, 
Harlow, committed the 
offences on December 2 
last year and March 27 
this year. 

She was granted 
unconditional bail by 
magistrates pending the 
start of her trial. 


Housing minister praises Newhall innovation 



GOVERNMENT housing minister 
Mark Prisk visited an award¬ 
winning housing development in 
Harlow yesterday (Wednesday) to 
highlight the need for “new and 
innovative” approaches to 
housebuilding. 

Mr Prisk, the MP for Hertford and 
Stortford, spent the morning at 
Newhall where he spoke of the need 
for more environmentally-friendly 
homes to be built more quickly. 

Developers Linden Homes has 
recenly been granted permission to 
build a further 328 homes at 
Newhall, which has been shortlisted 
for this year’s prestigious RIBA 
Stirling Prize. 

“I’m determined we take every 
possible step to get Britain building, 
and what I’ve seen here is a shining 


example of what can be achieved 
using innovative building techniques 
to do exactly that,” said Mr Prisk. 

“I would urge developers to work 
together to make the most of 
innovations like off-site 
manufacture to build quickly, 
efficiently and to a high standard of 
design.” 

He added: “This, on top of the 
billions we’re investing to deliver 
the fastest rate of affordable 
housebuilding for two decades, will 
help us deliver the thousands of 
homes this country needs.”

New figures reveal 
fewer ambulances 


MORE than 100 hours of ambu¬ 
lance cover per week have been lost 
following rota changes introduced 
earlier this year. 

Figures obtained under the 
Freedom of Information Act show 
the number of ‘double staffed’ 
ambulances (DSAs) across the 
region has decreased since March, 
the number of single staffed rapid 
response vehicles (RRVs) has 
increased. 

Patients can only be transported 
to hospital by ambulance rather 
than by response car. 

Across the region a total 10 DSAs 
have been cut by the East of England 
Ambulance Service which has since 
said it would add 15 “extra” ambu¬ 
lances to the region. 

Although some stations have kept 
their DSAs, the number of hours 
they are staffed has been reduced. 

Hertfordshire suffered the most 
savage cuts, losing the equivalent of 
five DSAs. In Essex, the equivalent 
of two DSAs has been lost. 

Initially the trust refused to 
release the information on the 
grounds it would exceed the appro¬ 
priate limit as defined by the 
Freedom of Information Act. But 
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now, four months later, it has pro¬ 
vided the figures. 

The service has been criticised for 
almost two years over its poor 
response times, particularly in 
rural areas. 

The trust has published a ‘turna¬ 
round plan’ which sets out some 
immediate, short and medium term 
priorities for improving patient care 
and staff morale and engagement. 

It has also commissioned a clini¬ 
cal capacity review to assess what 
resources are needed to meet 
patient demand both locally and 
regionally. 

This week a spokesman said: “We 
recognise that our cover is in need 
of improving across the region and 
our turnaround plan set a challeng¬ 
ing but needed priority of recruiting 
more frontline staff to improve the 
service our current clinicians want 
to give. 

“It will help give a higher level of 
ambulance cover across the region 
and through a combination of our 
recruitment plans, reducing staff 
sickness and reducing our spend on 


private ambulances, we will be pro¬ 
viding the equivalent of an addi¬ 
tional 25 24/7 DSAs. 

“Rapid response vehicles are an 
important resource in allowing us 
to respond to patients quickly and 
assess their needs as not everyone 
will require a DSA. The feedback we 
get from patients is that they would 
rather be treated at home whenever 
it’s possible. 

“Deploying RRVs to incidents 
helps to reduce the unnecessary 
deployment of DSAs, ensuring that 
the DSAs are available for the 
patients who really need them. 
Similarly, our rota revisions have 
been put into place not to cut 
resources, but to better match our 
resources to the demands.” 

Meanwhile, ithas been announced 
that Neil Storey, the trust’s director 
of emergency operations, has quit 
his post after 14 years with the ser¬ 
vice. The trust’s five non-executive 
directors resigned in June following 
the publication of a critical report. 

An EEAST spokesman said an 
internal restructure would take 
place, adding that Mr Storey was 
“taking the opportunity to move on 
to pastures new”.

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Man denies child abduction charge 


A MAN accused of abducting a 10-year old 
boy and showing him a sexual image on a 
mobile phone in Harlow is to stand trial. 

Alan Morton, of no fixed address, denied 
both charges when he appeared at Chelms¬ 
ford Court on Monday. 

Angela Hughes, prosecuting, outlined the 
allegations against Morton and applied for 
the case to be sent to the crown court. 
Reporting restrictions were not lifted. 

Morton is charged with taking a child 
under the age of 16 so as to remove him from 
a person with lawful control and causing a 


child under the age of 13 to watch or look at 
an image of sexual activity. 

Both offences are alleged to have taken 
place in Harlow. 

Magistrates declined jurisdiction and 
remanded him in custody for a plea and case 
management hearing scheduled to take 
place at Chelmsford Crown Court on October 
28. There was no application for bail. 

The court made an order under the Children 
and Young Persons Act to prevent publica¬ 
tion of anything which could lead to the 
identification of the alleged victims.

BUDGET food chain Aldi has 
finally won its fight to open a 
supermarket in Harlow. 

Shoppers at The Stow can 
look forward to the opening 
of the new shop next summer 
after the company proposals 
were finally approved by 
councillors last Wednesday. 

It was third time lucky for 
the Germain retailer, which 
had twice been forced to go 
back to the drawing board 
and tweak its proposals for 
the redevlopement of the for¬ 
mer Charvills garage site at 
the junction of Howard Way 
and First Avenue. 

It now plans to start work 
immediately on the project, 
which will comprise a 900 sq 
m food store, 70-space public 
car park and new access 
routes connecting the devel¬ 
opment with the rest of the 
shopping precinct. 

According to the firm, the 
store will create approximate¬ 
ly 30 new jobs. 

Aldi property director Adam 
Ward told the Star: “We are 
absolutely delighted the 
application was approved by 
committee. 

“Our latest scheme follows 
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many months of hard work 
and it is exceptionally pleas¬ 
ing this has paid off and been 
recognised in member’s 
unanimous endorsement of 
the proposals. 

“It was also very pleasing to 
hear the comments welcom¬ 
ing Aldi to The Stow and rec¬ 
ognition of the considerable 
benefits our store will bring. I 
would also like to thank the 
many, many people who have 
written in support of the 
scheme and those who took 
the time to attend and speak 
at committee. 

“The support has been 
greatly appreciated and we 
certainly aim to repay this 
through a high quality devel¬ 
opment.”

A PROGRAMME of training, 
mentoring and potential access 
to sources of funding is being 
made available to 18-30 year-olds 
after Harlow Council started 
working in partnership with The 
Prince’s Trust.

County given Lotto cash to 
fund WWI centenary project 


ESSEX County Council has been handed a 
£65,600 Lottery grant for a project to mark next 
year’s centenary of the outbreak of the First 
World War. 

The Now The Last Poppy Has Fallen project, 
which will be officially launched next month and 
runs through to December 2015 and beyond, will 
focus on the lives of Essex families, individuals 
and communities during the 1914-18 conflict. 

The project will encompasses a wide reach of 
ages and locations across the county and will 
include a touring exhibition reflecting on stories 
from the Essex homefront, the development of 
museum education sessions for secondary school 
students, artist commissions to help produce per¬ 
formances related to real life stories and close 
partnership working between volunteers, muse¬ 
um staff, teachers, pupils and artists to develop 
an understanding of the war. 

The launch follows a successful bid by County 
Hall’s cultural development team to the Heritage 
Lottery Fund to be a part of the UK-wide cente¬ 
nary programme. 

Now The Last Poppy Has Fallen is a part of the 
Government’s wider four-year plan to mark the 
100th anniversary of the First World War that will 
include national acts of remembrance, battlefield 
visits for schoolchildren and an extensive UK 
wide cultural programme. 

Essex county councillor John lowers, cabinet 
member for libraries, communities and planning, 
said: “This is really positive news that the council 
has been awarded this funding from the HLF to 
roll-out the project to mark this momentous and 
somewhat sombre occasion. 

“As a further commitment to this project, the 
council has added an additional £10,000 of fund¬ 
ing to ensure that this project involves all in the 
community with a touring exhibition. 

“The project will show the lives of Essex people 
on the homefront and will involve a number of 
learning-based activities for young people to 
develop an understanding of the First World War 
in Essex.” 

Robyn Llewellyn, head of HLF East of England, 
said: “The impact of the First World War was 
incredibly far reaching. 

“Our new programme only opened in May and 
we’ve already seen a great deal of interest from 
organisations and groups looking to undertake a 
myriad of fascinating centenary projects, includ¬ 
ing Now The Last Poppy Has Fallen. This is just the 
beginning of some very interesting explorations 
for communities across Essex and we looking for¬ 
ward to seeing the stories they uncover.” 



Museum seeks memories of fire service 


CURATORS at Essex Fire 
Museum are looking for people 
who remember important events 
and incidents in the history of 
the service in order to capture 
their memories as part of a 
project to create an oral history 
of firefighting in the county. 

The museum has been 
awarded a Heritage Lottery Fund 
grant to capture the “living 
memories” of people whose 
lives have been affected by 
major incidents and the work of 
Essex County Fire and Rescue 
Service to create an innovative 
exhibit. 

Museum manager Andrea 
MacAlister said: “We are 
creating an interactive display 
which will tell the history of the 
service through the voices of 
people who lived through, and 
experienced, that history. 

“Over the years there have 
been a number of landmark 


events in the firefighting history 
of the county and we plan to tell 
the stories of the people 
involved in a number of them. 

“The subjects we are looking 
at include the work carried out 
by firefighters in the Second 
World War, the role of the 
Auxiliary Fire Service and 
women in the service. We will 
also explore the social history 
behind historic events such as 
Southend Pier fires of 1976 and 
2005, The Rose and Crown 
public house fire in Saffron 
Walden in 1969 and the efforts 
made in search and rescue 
operations overseas. 

“These are all important 
events and we want to capture 
the stories behind them through 
this oral history, everyone who 
contributes will have a chance 
to tell their story in their own 
words and explain their place in 
our history.” 


As well as an interactive 
display at the museum in Grays, 
the oral histories will also be 
available online. 

Ms MacAlister added: “We 
know that there is a wealth of 
fascinating stories out there 
waiting to be told and we want 
to capture those memories for 
future generations to enjoy. 

“We want to hear from anyone 
who played a part in, or 
witnessed, these events to make 
sure that we can create as 
complete an oral history as 
possible.” 

The oral histories will be 
captured by a team of specially 
trained and equipped volunteers 
recruited specifically for this 
project.

St Clare planning 
to start ‘hospice 
at home’ service 


THREE new community-based services which 
will help to transform the provision of end-of- 
life care for people with life-limiting or termi¬ 
nal illnesses in their own homes, have been 
launched by St Clare Hospice. 

West Essex Clinical Commissioning Group - 
the organisation that plans and buys healthcare 
for the district - has provided the funding which 
will allow the Hastingwood hospice to develop 
and improve its services. 

As a result, the specialist palliative care team 
will now be working a seven-day week as 
opposed to five days, which will allow it to sup¬ 
port patients and families at weekends and bank 
holidays. 

Integral to this is the start of a new ‘hospice at 
home’ service which will be up and running by 
the end of the year. It will provide hands-on per¬ 
sonal care and support to patients at the end of 
life or during times of crisis, allowing them to be 
cared for in their own home. 

The hospice will also be setting up a volunteer- 
led befriending service to ensure patients and 
their families are offered support in all aspects 
of everyday living, offering practical help such as 
walking the dog, food shopping or household 
jobs such as ironing the ironing. 

Hospice chief executive Tanya Curry said: “We 
are so pleased that WECCG has supported our 
plans to expand our services, which will have 
such a positive impact on the quality of care for 
people when they need us most. We’re very

excited to see the difference we can make togeth¬ 
er.” 

WECCG chairman Dr Rob Gerlis added: “We 
are delighted to be able to play our part in 
extending this crucial service so that the special¬ 
ist palliative care team is available round the 
clock, seven days a week. This will be of great 
benefit to those who need their services.” 

Louise Cameron, director of patient care at St 
Clare, said: “These are fantastic improvements 
which will have a huge effect on how we can care 
for people who wish to be cared for at the end of 
their life in their own homes. 

“Demand for our specialist nurses in the com¬ 
munity is steadily increasing and we were all too 
aware that the demand didn’t stop on a Friday 
evening. Now we can recruit the two extra spe¬ 
cialist nurses to ensure we are there for patients 
at weekends and bank holidays too”. 

St Clare Hospice’s voluntary services manager 
Chris Crump added: “Sometimes it is how to 
deal with the day-to-day practicalities which 
cause patients and their families a huge amount 
of stress. If we can help take some of that away by 
offering practical help through an expanded 
volunteer network we will.” 

The new seven-day service will commence in 
the autumn with the ‘hospice at home’ and 
befriending services following shortly after.

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Arts community 
mourns death of 
theatre stalwart 


TRIBUTES have been paid to Harlow 
Playhouse stalwart Peter Lines who has 
died at the age of 73. 

Professor Lines, pictured below, was a 
mainstay of the Harlow theatre scene for 
decades. He was chair of the Razed Roof 
charity which gives the chance for young¬ 
sters with disabilities to take to the stage. 

His death was marked by dozens of trib¬ 
utes on Facebook, among them one from 
Royal Shakespeare Company director 
Michael Fentiman who wrote: “Deeply 
saddened by the death of Professor Peter 
Lines - my lighting designer for the Harlow 
years and always an unflinching 
supporter of the work there. 

”His patience, energy and love for 
the theatre was a great asset to the 
theatre community that he made 
himself such an integral part of.” 

Razed Roof artistic director 
Annette Lidster said: ‘Wise, 
professional, calm, practical, 
sensible, entertaining, sup¬ 
portive, modest and a gentle¬ 
man - all these descriptions 
have aptly been given to Peter 
Lines.

Our surveys show how council

T HE council regularly 
asks residents for their 
views on how they feel it is 
doing. We use this 
information to review our 
plans for improving 
Harlow. 

Around 900 residents took 
part in two recent surveys, 
one for all residents and 
one for council housing 
tenants. 

Nearly seven in 10 
residents are satisfied with 
their local area as a place to 
live and more than half of 
residents are satisfied with 
how the council runs 
things.

Satisfaction with the 
council as a landlord is also 
improving. 

Nearly two-thirds of 
council housing tenants are 
satisfied overall. Tenants 
are now more satisfied with 
the repairs service and 
around two-thirds are 
satisfied with the quality of 
their home and the value 
for money they get from 
their rent. 

These findings show that 
the work we are doing to 
improve Harlow - despite 
the difficult financial 
situation - is paying off.

Get ready for 

season for colour 


COMING back recently from a break in the 
beautiful region of Tuscany, Italy, where fields of 
bright sunflowers contrast with green rolling hills, 
vineyards and postcard-perfect farmhouses, I felt 
pretty depressed - until I looked into my garden, 
and saw a riot of colour in my late-summer 
border. 

If you plant carefully, you too could return 
from holiday to find exciting hues of vibrant reds, 
burnt oranges and sizzling yellows intermingled 
with wafting ornamental grasses, front-of- 
border sedums and palm-sized lily blooms in the 
perennial border. 

In my own garden, repeat plantings of clumps 
of bright red crocosmia 'Lucifer', whose sword¬ 
like leaves and spikes of flowers provide both 
colour and architectural value, stand alongside 
burnt orange Helenium 'Moerheim Beauty', 
providing a dazzling clash of colours, the daisy- 
like flowers of the heleniums sometimes lasting 
into autumn. 

Other great late-summer perennials include 
rudbeckias, also known as coneflowers because 
their showy, yellow petals hang down, making 
the dark central cone prominent. 

The daisy-like flowers are attractive to bees 
and the plants, whose heights range from 60cm 
(2ft) to 180cm (6ft) depending on variety, suit 
most border situations, although taller varieties 
may need staking. 

I am also a great fan of sedums in the flower

border, extending seasonal interest well into the 
autumn. They are fairly low-growing so do well 
at the front of the border and are long lasting, 
their pale green, succulent foliage appearing in 
spring and early summer followed by flowers in 
late summer in shades of pink, red and yellow. 

Sedums are also known as ice plants because 
if you touch them on a warm day the leaves feel 
cool. 

Add a touch of elegance to your border with 
kaffir lilies, which again will look fine at the front 
of a border but need a sheltered, sunny spot. 

They are hardy in most areas, but in colder 
regions make sure you cover them with a thick 
winter mulch or grow them in a pot under glass. 
Pink-flowered varieties complement silver foliage 
plants well. 

I have a deep purple buddleia which has just 
come into flower at the back of the border and 
whose blooms again contrast well with the 
oranges and red hues of late summer. If you give 
this colourful shrub a good prune in spring it will 
come back stronger than ever year after year - 
mine grows to more than 3m (10ft) in a season, 
producing rich deep purple blooms through to 
autumn. 

Of course, no late summer garden would

be complete without at least a smattering of 
dahlias, which were once perceived as vulgar but 
have now become more accepted among many 
gardeners who plant striking deep coloured 
varieties such as the dark red D. 'Kenora 


Macop-B' alongside ornamental grasses such as 
Stipa gigantea. 

I haven't even mentioned the many huge lilies 
which are now in full flower in the garden, or the 
feathery astilbes which will brighten up a moist, 
lightly shaded spot in late summer, or the vivid 
blue agapanthus 'Headbourne Hybrids' which 
look fabulous in pots throughout August and 
September. 

For me, late summer can provide a wealth of 
sizzling colour which can at times overshadow 
some of those flowers which flourished in our 
so-called 'flaming' June.

ELYSIUM

ACCORDING to a recent report by the 
Organisation for Economic Co-operation 
and Development, the gap between 
rich and poor in industrialised nations is 
accelerating. 

Fast-forward a century to the setting 
of Neill Blomkamp's Elysium and it seems 
highly plausible the wealth divide will be 
so vast that only the privileged few will 
entertain the possibility of colonizing new 
worlds while the rest of us scrabble for 
scraps of comfort in the dirt of a dying 
planet. 

Blomkamp painted a bleak vision of the 
future in his superb debut, District9, set in 
the slums of Johannesburg. His follow-up 
is even more grim, imagining two distinct 
classes whose chances of survival are 
directly linked to their bank balance. 

The year is 2154. While most of the 
population lives in squalor on the surface of 
Earth, the wealthy inhabit a state-of-the-art 


space station called Elysium governed by 
President Patel (Faran Tahir) and his no- 
nonsense secretary of defence, Delacourt 
(Jodie Foster). She is charged with ensuring 
that refugee ships from Earth do not land 
on Elysium to take advantage of medical 
bays installed in every home. 

Back in the slums on terra firma, factory 
worker Max DeCosta (Matt Damon) 
grafts long hours for meagre pay. When 
he is involved in an industrial accident 
resulting in exposure to dangerous levels 
of radiation, he knows his only hope is to 
breach Elysium's defences so he can access 
a medical bay and banish the cancer that is 
ravaging his system. 

Local criminal Spider (Wagner Moura) 
agrees to help if Max will help to steal 
secrets from the mind of John Carlyle 
(William Fichtner), chief executive of the 
corporation responsible for constructing 
Elysium. A deal is struck and Max is fitted 
with an exoskeleton, hardwired into his 
brain, to bolster his strength and allow a 
data download from Carlyle's mind. 

However, the path to Elysium is littered 


with obstacles, not least Delacourt's 
favourite contract killer - a sadistic 
mercenary called Kruger (Sharlto Copley). 

Although it lacks the depth of District 
9 , Elysium is an entertaining yarn which 
unfolds at a brisk pace, punctuated with 
flashbacks to Max's childhood to establish 
a romantic bond with a nurse called Frey 
(Alice Braga). 

In the absence of a decent back-story for 
his protagonist, Damon doesn't have any 
emotional meat to sink his teeth into and 
simply imposes his physical presence on 
the film. Foster slinks with lip-smacking 
glee while Copley is wasted in an 
undernourished supporting role. 

Action sequences are slickly orchestrated 
and Blomkamp brings together all of the 
surviving characters for a rousing slam- 
bang finale, that proves one brave man can 
make a difference.

T ORQUE. It’s funny how a 

thing so difficult to explain 
in words to anyone without 
a degree in advanced 
mechanical engineering can be 
defined so emphatically with one 
push of a car’s ‘go’ pedal. 

Suddenly it’s crystal clear. Forget 
the maths - more torque simply 
makes acceleration faster. In some 
cases, a lot faster. 

This seems like a good time for 
some kind of practical 
demonstration. We’ll need a car - 
and not just any car. 

Leave your miles-per-gallon hat 
at home because, for this, we’ll 
need a big engine. With 
turbochargers. And preferably a 
loud exhaust for good measure. 

And so, let me introduce our 
willing volunteer for today’s 
lesson: the new Audi RS 7. 

You might recognise its shell 
from the love-it-or-loathe-it A7 
Sportback, albeit on a light dose of 
steroids. 

The RS 7 is pleasantly subtle in 
its muscularity, adding to the A7’s 
silhouette here and there without 
going overboard. If the Mercedes 
CLS 63 AMG looks a bit too brutish 
for your tastes, chances are you’ll 
like the Audi a lot. 

Under the bonnet is, what I can 
only assume to be, the kind of 
explosion-making device that 
Scotland wants to ban. 

Audi calls it the 4.0-litre twin- 


turbo V8 from the RS 6 Avant. I 
call it a weapon of mass 
destruction (of super-unleaded). 
It’s about 20 horsepower down on 
the larger, normally-aspirated V10 
engine in the old RS 6, but it has 
more peak torque and - crucially - 
a lot more wallop lower in the rev 
range. It’s technically quite a bit 
more efficient, too. 

Back to the torque demo, and 
we’re on a narrow, winding 
German back road behind a 
tractor doing 15mph. The RS 7’s 
2.1-metre width is just too much to 
squeeze down the side of the 
meandering farmer and his trailer 
of loosely packed hay bales. Good 
to know some forms of driving 
torture aren’t reserved only for the 
British. 

Eventually, Herr Farmer swings 


out to the left and cuts back across 
into one of his fields (no 
indicators), leaving an empty road 
ahead. 

For a moment it’s like I’m 
wearing an iron boot and there’s 
an electro-magnet under the 
accelerator. I hit the power, hard, 
and with no perceptible turbo lag 
from 3,000rpm, several things 
happen at once. A thunderstorm 
breaks beneath the boot, 
unleashing an epic baritone roar 
through optional sports exhausts. 
I’m pushed into the figure- 
hugging leather sports seat so 
hard that I can feel its shoulder 
blade-high RS logo pressing into 
my back. The car is charging at the 
next corner, incensed, like a rudely 
awoken grizzly bear, and given the 
inertia it’s carrying, I hit the 


brakes. 

With a monumental and truly 
awful squeal, the stone-cold 
carbon ceramic anchors struggle 
to haul the car up to a safe speed 
for the corner. It turns out the 
optional - and huge - 420mm 
upgraded discs need a good bit of 
heat in them to work properly, 
making the standard steel ‘wave’ 
discs a better everyday bet. 
Fortunately, as the RS 7 and I 
barrel around the bend and 
redeploy enough turbocharged 
torque to rip the tarmac to shreds, 
I find there’s an almost endless 
reserve of grip and traction. 

Audi fits all its RS models with 
quattro four-wheel drive, and in 
the 7 it gains a ‘sports differential’ 
at the back axle. I watched the 
moving display model with 


accompanying video three times 
and, to be honest, I’m still not 
quite sure what it does. Because 
the power is split between four 
wheels rather than some of its 
rivals’ two, though, the RS 7 puts 
around half the power down 
through each fat tyre and makes it 
almost impossible to wheelspin. 

That’s a win for safety as well as 
granting unbelievable 
acceleration. Reaching 62mph 
from rest in 3.9 seconds is 
incredible for a car that - with two 
people, fluids and a tank of petrol 
on board - weighs around 2.2 
tonnes. Its top speed is 
electronically limited, but without 
the cap the RS 7 would top 
200mph 

It’s not perfect. It’s inescapably 
heavy during hard cornering, the 
centre console looks flat and 
dated, the Dynamic suspension 
mode is much too unforgiving, the 
sat-nav is frequently late with its 
instructions and the steering lacks 
any real feel at all despite its 
undoubted accuracy. 

But within the boundaries of 
what the RS 7 is designed for, 
namely to be the RS 6’s less 
practical but more aggressive and 
sporting GT-esque cousin, it’s very 
impressive. It even has four power 
sockets so everyone on board can 
charge a device. 

But the one thing that defines 
the RS 7 more than anything else 
is torque. As science lessons go, I’d 
happily revisit this one.

Osagie wants four years of 
dominance on world stage 


HAVING recorded the best 
finish by a British 800m 
runner in the World 
Athletics Championships 
final for 20 years, Andrew 
Osagie has now set his 
sights upwards. 

The Harlow Athletic Club 
member is targeting win¬ 
ning medals over the next 
four years. 

His blistering sprint finish 
in the final in Moscow 
ensured he was fifth. 

The 25-year-old is aware 
he is a few years away from 
hitting his prime years in 
the sport so the best is very 
much yet to come. 

It was a phenomenal per¬ 
formance from Osagie in 
Russia in a season dogged 
by injury. 


“I am still relatively young 
in terms of 800m running 
and have still got at least 
four years ahead of me to 
get into these finals and win 
medals,” he said. 

“I love the big occasion. It 
is what it is all about and 
hopefully I can pick this up 
next year.” 

If he steers clear of injury 
Osagie will have a wonder¬ 
ful chance of medalling at 
next year’s Commonwealth 
Games in Glasgow. 

There is also the 2016 
Olympic Games in Brazil, 
and not forgetting plenty of 
European and World 
Champs along the way. 

His fifth place in the 
Luzhniki Stadium meant he 
became the first Brit to 


make a world 800m final 
since 1993 when Tom 
McKean and Curtis Robb 
both reached the World 
Championships final. 

His season’s best of 1:44.36 
in Moscow came in a year 
blighted by a hamstring 
injury and food poisoning. 

“It’s a strange one actually 
as I had a smile on my face 
at the end because I ran 
another season’s best,” 
Osagie said. “I think if I was 
in my lifetime best shape 
maybe I would have been 
more frustrated; I would 
have seen it as an opportu¬ 
nity lost. I knew what I 
needed to do and I came out 
and did it. I think I have got 
the tools it takes to do well 
in the 800m.”

3-0 with an excellent strike. 

Harlow were awarded a penalty on the 
stroke of half-time when Leon Antoine 
was fouled in the box. This was converted 
by Alex Read to give the Hawks hope. 

But Thurrock’s fourth goal on 63 min¬ 
utes, scored from close range by ex-Stort- 
ford midfielder Lewwis Spence, put this 
game to bed and ensured the hosts would 
dance away with the points. 

Callum Ibe’s effort on 90 minutes only 
rubbed salt into the wounds. 

Hawks assistant boss Paul West-Hook 
felt the visitors could have been level at 
the break but capitulated after the 
Thurrock fourth. 

“We let in a stupid defensive goal for the 
fourth. We thought we were in with a 
chance. 

“Sometimes it’s good for the players to 
bring them back down to the ground. It 
highlighted areas we need to work on. We 
are a work in progress. It’s now more 
important how we respond to this. We 
will bounce back. It’s not alarm bells. A 
lot of teams will beat each other this 
year.”
